PARIS, July 12 (AP)—Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes said in 
a statement on German repara- 
tions made public today that the 
Russians already have received 
directly or indirectly 14 billion 
dollars in territory and equipment. 

The Russians, through Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov, demanded 
10 billion dollars in reparations 
of Germany earlier this week. 

Byrneg acknowledged that an 
accurate valuation was difficult, 
but he said the detachment of 
eastern Germany, including 
Silesia, as decided at the Pots- 
dam conference, placed 14 billion 
doliars worth of German property 
under Soviet control. 

Under another agreement, this 
area was placed under Polish ad- 


ministration in compensation for | ¥ 


parts of eastern Poland which 
Soviet Russia absorbed, Byrnes 
pointed out. 

Byrnes’s statement on repara- 
tions was issued as the Big Four 
Foreign Ministers met to continue 
their discussion of Germany. 

Unification Proposal. 

At today's first session, Byrnes 
made a proposal for economic uni- 
fication of Germany, but decision 
was deferred, an American in- 
formant said, when France de- 
manded that the Saar be excluded

FAIRY THEATER OWNER FINED 
IN EXIT OBSTRUCTION CASE 


$50 Penalty Levied Against Mel- 
bourne Janowski; 3 Other 
Charges Dismissed. 

Melbourne Sanowski, owner of 

the Fairy Theater, 5640 Easton 
avenue, was fined $50 and costs 
today on pleading guilty of failure 
to provide unobstructed’ exits 
from’ the theater. Police Judge 
George J. Grellner placed him on 
obation for one year. 
Three other charges of violating 
the city building code were dis- 
missed for want of prosecution 
after Edward Riek, inspector in 
the fire marshal’s office, testified 
the owner had co-operated with 
the authorities and corrected the 
conditions cited.

Bidault’s Position, 

Bidault told the ministers 
France would consent to “pro- 
visionally treat Germany, in its 
actual frontiers, as an economic 
unit.“ He said France would in- 
cist, however, that the machinery 
for a me such as Byrnes 
asked be headed by Allied per- 
sonnel and not by German of- 
Ticials. 

Bidault continued that France 
would demand that the unifica- 
tion “not include the Saar which 
should be immediately integrated 
into the economic and monetary 
sphere of France.” 

Byrnes commented that since 
the United States was prepared to 
make an exception of the Saar, the 
council appeared agreed on the 
establishment of machinery for a 
unified Germany. Therefore, he 
proposed that the council instruct 
the Berlin Control Council to 
establish the machinery.

REFUSE Jo WANE 
IMMUNITY IN WAR 
PROFITS. INQUIRY 


Head of Munitions Com-

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Senate war investigators excused 
two key witnesses today—Henry 
M. Garsson and Benjamin F. Fields 
—when they refused to waive im- 
munity in testifying on operations 


of Garsson’s “paper empire” of 
munitions firms whose war prof- 
its are under inquiry. 

Parlier, the Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee formally 
invited Representative May 
(Dem.), Kentucky, to testify in 
public on his activities in behalf 
of Garsson firms. 

In an angry, finger-shaking ex- 
change, Chairman Mead (Dem.), 
New York, first told Fields, a pub- 
lic relations man, he was through 
as a witness until he was willing 
to answer questions frankly and 
completely. Then, a few moments 
later, Mead told Garsson the same 
thing. 

Garsson and Fields have been 
prominently identified with the 
Erie Basin Metal Products Co. 
and allied firms which witnesses 
have testified were founded on a 
borrowed letterhead. The firms 
obtained $78,000,000 in war con- 


tracts. 
Constitutional Rights.

Survey Shows Some Com- 
modities at Inflation- 
ary Levels Being Ig- 
nored—Sales of Milk 
and Butter Off. 


Many St. Louls housewives are 
making drastic reductions in 
their purchases of commodities, 
which they think are priced at in- 
flationary levels, a survey by the 
Post-Dispatch showed today. 
Sales of milk and butter have de- 


rice tages on it Is remaining on 
butchers’ counters longer than 
reasonably priced cuts. 

It was learned at one of the 
larger dairies that hundreds of 


duced their daily milk orders fol- 
lowing the announcement last 
Tuesday of a 1%-cent price in- 
crease on milk per quart and a 
10-cent increase in the price of 
butter. 

Grocers and butchers reported 
that butter sales had declined 
somewhat. Housewives, they said, 
chose oleomargarine when butter 
prices were too high. One grocer 
remarked that the only reason 


of oleomargarine. 
in price from 64 to 79 cents a 
pound in St. Louis and up to 84 
cents a pound on the East Side. 
Oleomargarine was from 19 to 29 
cents a pound. 

The recent increase in the price 
of grade A milk to 18% cents a 
quart represents a 54 per cent 
rise over the 12 cents St. Louis 
consumers had to pay in 1939, 


Distribution of Boost. 

Of the 6%-cent increase per 
quart, all but 1.1 cents will go to 
milk producers, based on present 
prices being paid and following 
oliminatio 


subsidy to producers. 

In September, 1939, producers re- 
ceived $2.20 per hundredweight or 
48 cents a quart for grade A 
milk. Based on last Monday's 
price to producers, the hundred- 
weight figure will be $4.70, or 10.2 
cents a quart. : 

Government milk authorities in 
St. Louis told the Post-Dispatch 
they thought the recent increases 
were not out of line with in- 
creases in other foods, “The sud- 
den rise, from 15% cents last 
month to 18% cents today, has 
been a shock to housewives, but 
it is hard to see what other course 
the dairies could have taken, in 
view of the increases to producers, 
the wage increases to dairy em- 
ployes and the elimination of the 
subsidies,” one expert said. 

He asserted that, at least until 
recently, milk prices had not risen 
as sharply as other foods. .He 
cited Bureau of Labor Statistics 
figures which showed that, based 
on a food price index of 100 for 
the period 1935-39, milk prices had 
risen to 124 by last April, com- 
pared with 143 for other foods. 
Comparable figures covering the 
recent increases are not yet 
available. 

Meat Up 15 Per Cent. 

Meat at the Majority of the mar- 
kets in St. Louis was selling at 
prices at least 15 to 20 per cent 
above the old OPA ceilings. This 
increase was passed on to the 
consumer to compensate for sub- 
sidies formerly paid to the pro- 
ducers by the Government. Choice 
beef steaks ranged from 69 cents 
to $1.15 a pound; rib roasts were 
from 50 to 65 cents a pound; ba- 
con from 48 to 55 cents, and chuck 
roasts from 45 to about 60 cents. 

The meat shortage apparently is 
not yet over in St. Louis, butchers 
reported. Most of them said they 
could sel] more if they could get 
it. This indicates that the large 
packers, who started bidding 
above old OPA ceilings early this 
week, have not yet placed their 
meat on the local market. 

Cattle receipts at National City 
Stockyards today totaled 1700, the 
largest number received on any 
Friday since last Dec. 28. This 
figure compares with 3200 re- 
ceived yesterday. Cattle prices re- 
mained steady with yesterday’s 
price of $21.50 for choice head. 
Hog Prices Highest Since 1919. 

Hog prices rose to $18.75 per 
hundredweight today to top all 
records since 1919. A total of 4000 
hogs were received today. Sheep 
and lamb receipts were 1200 and 
prices remained at the $21 top, 
which is the highest since 1920 
and within 25 cents of the record 
high, :

Dynamite Blasts in Night 
— Men Doing Fire Pre- 
vention Duty at Strike- 
bound Plant.

The homes of two supervisory 
employes. of the strike-bound 
Queeny plant of Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co, were damaged slightly by 
explosions early today. Police said 
preliminary investigations dis- 
closed the explosions had been 
caused by crudely fashioned dyna- 
mite bombs. 

A spokesman for the company 
said the two employes had been 
doing fire prevention work at the 
plant since production was halted 
last June 13 by a strike of mem- 
bers of the AFL International 
Chemical Workers’ Union, Local 12. 

A reward of $1000 for the arrest 
and conviction of the person or 
persons who placed the bombs at 
either one or both of the homes 
was offered today by the com- 
pany. 

Police Question Union Officers. 

Police questioned John Gratz, 
president of the local, and Jack 
Sanders, secretary. Wilbert Gusky, 
union treasurer, who went to Po- 
lice Headquarters to inquire about 
Gratz and Sanders, also was held 
for questioning. 

The explosions occurred at the 
home of John V. Sundstrom, 916 
Greely avenue, Webster Groves, 
and at the home of Cliffofd Au- 
buchon, 4645 Greer avenue. Both 
men said the blasts came at about 
2 a.m. while they and their fami- 
lies were asleep. 

Sundstrom said he and his wife 
and their 7-year-old daughter were 
asleep in a room adjoining the 
living room when the explosion 
occurred, knocking lamps off 
tables, splitting the front door 
and front screen, blowing in win- 
dows and knocking a shutter off 
its hinges. 

On closer examination, Sund- 
strom said, he discovered a seven- 
inch hole blown in the concrete’ 
sidewalk leading to the front 
porch, 

Aubuchon, his wife and their 
three daughters were asleep when 
the explosion occurred, Only Au- 
buchon was awakened, however. 
He said he looked around his 
house and found nothing appar- 
ently wrong so returned to bed. 
Later, when he arose to go to 
work, he said he discovered the 
glass in the front door had been 


30 PCT. RISE HERE 
IN RADIOACTIVITY 
AFTER BIKINI BLAST 


Reported by St. Louis U. Pro- 
fessor Amount Slowly 
Decreasing. 


The atmosphere here is more 
bradio-active today than it was be- 
fore the explosion of the atomic 
bomb at Bikini, Dr. A. H. Weber, 
associate professor of physics at 
St. Louis University, reported. 

He placed a Geiger counter to 
measure radioactivity on the roof 
of St. Louis University on June 28, 
two days before the explosion of 
the bomb. No change was recorded 
by the counter, Dr. Weber said, 
until between midnight last Mon- 
day and 5 a.m. Tuesday when 
radioactivity increased 30 to 40 
per cent above normal. 

Radio-activity of the atmosphere 
has been decreasing slowly since 
Tuesday, he said, and is now 
about 10 per cent above normal. 
A similar increase in the number 
of radio-active particles was re- 
corded at Emory University in 
Atlanta last Wednesday. 

Dr. Weber emphasized that the 
increase could not be attributed 
definitely to the atomic bomb ex- 
plosion until further evidence is 
available and all other possibilities 
are ruled out. He is attempting 
to obtain specific data regarding 
the bomb explosion from scien- 
tists who were at Bikini.

TRUMAN SAYS U.S, 
HAS KEPT FAMINE 
RELIEF PLEDGES 


Cautions, However, That 
Continued Co-operation 
Is Needed—Report on 
Food Shipments, 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
President Truman said today the 
nation had made good on its first 
famine relief promises. 

Reporting on the fiscal year 
which ended June 30, he said that 
in the case of food grains, the 
major relief commodity, exports 
exceeded the country’s commit- 
ments. b 

The President cautioned, how- 
ever, that continued co-operation 
will be necessary if the country 
is to do its full share to relieve 
the hunger he said still exists in 
the world. 

Truman’s statement was issued 
in connection with a report by 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
which said foreign food ship- 
ments in the past 12 months to- 
taled more than 16,500,000 long 
tons—or about 162-3 per cent of 
the nation’s supply. 

Mostly Food Grains. 

However, about 60 per cent of 
the shipments were food grains, 
such as wheat, corn, rice, rye and 
oats. For these Anderson said the 
government worked by two stand- 
ards: (1) the total quantity offi- 
cially promised shortage areas— 
400,000,000 bushels. (2) The quan- 
tity the country hoped to be able 
to ship—417,000,000 bushels. 

Anderson said the 400,000,000- 
bushel commitment was exceeded 
by June 30. He promised that the 
417,000,000-bushel figure would be 
met by the end of this month. 

Other exports (in pounds) in- 
cluded: Meats—1,350,800,000; dairy 
products, principally cheese, evap- 
orated milk and dried milk—l,- 
680,800,000; food fats and oils— 
783,200,000; other items, including 
dry beans and peas, potatoes, 
sweet potatoes, fruits. vegetables, 
sugar, eggs and canned fish—7,- 
040,000,000, 

Anderson said the bulk of the 
food went to war-devastated areas 
where starvation threatened. 

Looking to the future, he as-

However, instructions are be 
ing drafted—and the Senate will 
be asked to approve them—tell- 
ing the Senate conferees to 
stand pat on amendments out- 
lawing any future price controls 
on meat, poultry, milk, petro- 
leum, cottonseed, soy beans and 
their products. 

Senate insistence almost cer 
tainly would compel the House 
conferees to lay these decontrols 
before the full chamber for test 
ballots. Taft said these votes 
probably would nail down the 
exemptions, 

The Senate still has to act on 
a few other proposed amendments 
before getting around to a vote 
— final passage of the new OPA 

While action on the bill was 
held up the Senate disposed of 
other pending business. New 
England Senators began an effort 
to keep price ceilings off feed 
grains. : 

Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire said he and others 
had drafted an amendment that 
would bar controls over wheat 
and other grains when used for 
livestock and poultry feeds. It 
would retain ceilings on flour and 
cereals. 

Discount Guarantee Proposed. 

Senator Wherry (Rep.), Ne 
braska, indicated that he will of- 
fer an amendment that would 
guarantee wholesalers, — retailers 
and distributors the same mark- 
— and discounts they enjoyed in 

Senator Reed (Rep.), Kansas, 
considered a plan to relieve 
processors who bought grain at 
higher prices since OPA expired 
and now face prospects of a re- 
turn to ceiling prices in effect 
last June 30. 

Senate Majority Leader Bark- 
ley of Kentucky told reporters 
there is a possibility the proces- 
sors might be caught in a squeeze. 
He said there also is danger that 
relief steps might lead to “freez. 
ing and legalizing” all price in- 
creases since June 30.

C.A.A. took the drastic step 
after a Constellation, operated by 
Transcontinental and Western 
Air, crashed on a training flight 
at Reading, Pa., yesterday. Five 
crewmen were killed. The plane 
carried no passengers. 

Technicians from C. A. A. and the 
Lockheed company were sent to 
the scene immediately to deter- 
mine possible engine fire hazards 
on the ships, which cost upwards 
of $750,000 each and are capable 
of carrying 40 or more passengers. 

The grounding order was the 
second action directed against the 
big craft. As a result of a pre- 
vious accident involving one of 
the ships, -C.A.A, had ordered 
Constellations. flown at altitudes 
where pressurized cabins are not 
required. The breaking of a drive 
shaft to the cabin pressurizer 
started a fire that caused a forced 
landing of an airliner near Willi- 
mantic, Conn., June 18. 

All United States lines flying 
transoceanic routes were hit and 
hastily overhauled or canceled 
flight schedules. Scores of passen- 
gers were temporarily stranded. 
The British Overseas Airways, 


while not bound by the C. A. A. 
order, pulled its five Constellations 
from the trans-Atlantic run. It 
has no other planes for that route 
unless it turns to converted bomb- 
er types now flying between Can- 
ada and Britain. 

Pan American Airways, with 13 
Constellations in its Atlantic fleet, 
canceled all flights to Europe 
temporarily to permit shift of 
equipment. 

The C.A.A, expects to have its

DESCRIBES CRASH 


He Asks Doctor to Tell 
Army Rear Set of Pro- 
peller Blades Suddenly 
Reversed Pitch. 


LOS ANGELES, July 12 (AP)— 
His fight for life suddenly weak- 
ening, Howard Hughes maker of 
planes and movies, beckoned his 
doctor to his bedside last nigh* 
and whispered a halting story of 
the cause of his crash Sunday in 
an experimental plane. 

“I want you to give this mes- 
sage to the Army. The accident 
Was caused by the rear half of 
the right propeller,” the 41l-year- 


old millionaire toll Dr. Verne R. 


n. 
“I don't want this to happen to 
‘anybody else.” 

Explaining carefully that the 
rear set of propeller blaces on the 
right engine of his twin-engine 


plane had suddenly reversed pitch 


in the first test hop, Hughes said: 
“It felt as if some giant had 


the right wing of the airplane in 


his hand and was pushing it back 
and down. : 

“Tell the Army to look in the 
wreckage, find the rear half of 
the right. propeller, and find out 
what went wrong.” 

~sks Whether He Will Live. 

Hughes gave his message to Dr. 
Mason after asking, “Am I going 
to live?” and hearing the physi- 
cian reply: 

„J don’t now.“ 

In a bulletin on Hughes’ condi- 
tion, issued when he disclosed 
Hughes’ first words on the cause 
of the crash, the doctor said: 

“Howard Hughes has suffered 
a turn for the worse in his fight 
for lite. His left lung has failed 
to respond and is still function- 
less. He,is surviving through the 
restricted use of his right lung, to 
the extent permitted by his 
crushed chest, which includes nine 
broken ribs. 

“He is breathing pure oxygen 
24 hours a day.” 

Hughes’ XF. 11 photo-recon- 
naissance craft, reportedly the 
world’s fastest long-range plane, 
struck and set afire three houses 
and a’ garage in Beverly Hills 
before crashing and exploding in 
a vacant lot. 8 

Hughes’ Story of Crash. 

Giving his own story of the 
crash, Hughes said: 

“The front four blades of the 
propeller were trying to pull the 
airplane ahead, while the rear 
four blades were trying equally 
hard to push it backward. To 
make matters worse, these eight 
large propeller blades, whirling 
around fighting one another, 
created a dead drag on the right- 
hand side of the airplane equal to 
that of a steel] disk, 17 feet in 
diameter, turned broadside to the 
wind at several hundred miles per 
hour.” j 

Hughes said he then unfastened 
his seat belt and looked out the 
cabin to see if any part of the 
plane might have torn loose, 
creating the drag. He saw nothing 
out of order. 

“IT have thought about it care- 
fully,” he said. “I am absolutely 
certain it was the propeller.”

Although the need for assisting 
service men in the postwar re- 
adjustment period was repeatedly 
emphasized by the Community 
Chest of Greater St. Louis in its 
appeal for contributions last fall, 
only $43,241 of the $5,236,848 avafl- 
able for Chest activities this year 


has been allocated to veteran 
agencies. 

The allotment for direct as- 
sistance to veterans, amounting to 
less than 1 per cent of the total 
funds on hand, was divided be- 
tween two agencies. The Veterans’ 
Service Center, which is having 
difficulty obtaining an additiona} 
$17,388 from the Chest with which 
to carry on its work for the re- 
mainder of the year, was granted 
$30,161. 

The Veterans’ Welfare Associa- 
tion, which receives part of its 
funds from the American Legion 
and the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
and which for the most part 
serves veterans of World War I, 
was allotted $13,080, 

Aid From Other Agencies. 


Other Chest agencies such as 
the Y.M.C.A., St. Louis Bureau 
for Men, St. Vincent De Paul So- 
ciety and Salvation Army serve 
veterans’ incidentally, it was 
pointed out. 

Operations of the Chest itself, 
as distinct from operations of 
agencies financed by the Chest, 
are well provided for in the budg- 
et. For example, the Chest 
allotted $221,475 for its operating 
expenses for the last six months 
of this year. Executive Director 
Kirk E. Latta explained this in- 
cludes such items as $118,000 for 
salaries and another $36,000 for 
“publie relations,” which takes in 
expenses of the Chest campaign 
to be conducted this fall. 

After going over Chest financial 
reports with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, Latta said he believed the 
$17,388 requested by the Veterans’ 
Center could be granted without 
serious embarrassment to the 
Chest, this despite his earlier 
statement that the Chest had no 
funds with which to make a 
further contribution for support 
of the center this year. 


The Chest is administering 
$4,881,787 raised in last October's 
campaign, in addition to $243,802 
carried over from the 1944 cam- 
paign and $111,259 left from the’ 
1943 drive. 

The budget committee will con- 
sider making an additional grant 
to the Veterans’ Center at a meet- 
ing within the next week or 10 
days, Latta stated. It will meet 
Tuesday at 2 p.m. to begin con- 
sideration of the 1947 budgets of 
Chest agencies, but Latta said he 
thought the committee would not 
have time at this session to con- 
sider the Center’s request for 


more money. 
Final approval of any grant rec- 


ommended by the budget commit- ' 


tee would rest with Chest board 
of directors. The Center’s request 
is for funds to match a city con- 
tribution already approved by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment and now pending before the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Chest President Frank C. Rand, 
who last Sept. 25 in a public state- 
ment appealed for generous con- 
tributions to help in the readjust- 
ment of veterans, stated Wednes- 
day: We've got to cut down on 
some of these war activities. Some 
of us think the war is over.” 

Much of the argument for un- 
diminished support in the last 
Chest campaign was based on the 
néeds of returning veterans, Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann termed these 
needs “primary,” and John L. Don- 
nell, appealing for gifts at a cam- 
paign rally, emphasized the im- 
portance of the Veterans’ Center 
as a Chest agency. 

John A. Bush, president of the 
Brown Shoe Co., last Oct. 9 pre- 
sented a company contribution of 
$25,000 with the statement, “This 
is a ‘welcome home’ gift to our 
St. Louis service men our in- 
vestment in the future in main- 
taining the local social agencies 
offering sympathetic understand- 
ing and handling of veterans’ 
problems.” 


A similar statement was made 
by John L. Wilson, president of 
St. Louis Public Service Co., in 
presenting that firm's $25,000 do- 
nation, e said “this year’s con- 
tribution is primarily for use in 
our own community ... financing 
the vital War Chest agencies serv- 
ing local needs and aiding the St. 
Louis service men and veterans.“ 

In conceding that the Chest 
could meet the center’s request 
for additional support with little 
trouble, Latta explained that what 
he previously had termed “borrow- 
ing” in connection with such a 
grant would in fact simply be a 
matter of making certain book- 
keeping entries. The Chest would 
not have to seek funds from a 
bank or other lending agency, he 
said. :

As of June 30, the Chest had on 
hand, in cash deposited in various 
banks, a total of $1,362,963. An- 
other $25,000 is drawing interest 
as a savings deposit, and Latta 
said he did not anticipate that 
this amount would be needed un- 
til after next Jan. 1.

Landmark Since 1900—Seed- 
ling Growing in Another 
Corner of Tower. 


GREENSBURG, Ind., July 12 
(UP)—Greensburg’s favorite tree 
~—a freak of nature atop the coun- 
ty courthouse—went under a tree 
surgeon's knife yesterday and 
residents were dismayed by re- 
ports that the tall aspen would 
not live long. 

The aspen has been a landmark 
on the courthouse since 1900. A 
steeplejack working on the tower 
Wednesday discovered most of it 
was dead. A tree surgeon was 
called and confirmed the report. 
He said all but the stump and a 


single limb must go, 

For years the “tree on the court- 
house,” visible for miles around, 
has been one of the town’s at- 
tractions. Historians said they be- 
lieved birds planted it by dropping 
seeds on accumulations of dirt in 
the tower. The seeds took root 
in cracks of the almost solid ma- 
sonry walls, 

Proud citizens were cheered to 
learn that even if the aspen dots 
die, an aspen seedling is growing 
on another corner of the tower. 

County Auditor Ted Stout says 
a two-foot chunk of the dead part 
of the aspen will be given to the 
Decatur County museum and “the 
remainder will be distributed 
among souvenir seekers in an or- 
derly manner.”

It the council cannot agree 
upon central administrative agen- 
cies, then the United States as a 
last resort makes another sugges- 
tion.

Treatment of any 
two zones as an economic unit 
would improve conditions in both 
zones, 

Recently officials of the United 
States zone have met with of- 
ficials of the United Kingdom 
zone to discuss agricultural poli- 
cies.

The American Government has 
never sought to impose a peace 
of vegeance upon Germany. The 
American Government regards 
the economic revival of Germany 
as essential to the economic re- 
vival of Europe. It favors indus- 
trial revival of Germany on peace- 
ful lines. It does not favor and 
has never favored, however, giv- 
ing economic revival of Germany 
priority over economic revival of 
re Germany has devastat- 
ed. 

The American Government 
has supported and will con- 
tinue to support necessary meas- 
‘ures to de-Nazify Germany and 
to give democratic forces in 
Germany a chance to assert 
themselves, But the American 
Government does not believe 
that the democratic forces in 
Germany can assert themselves 
unless they are given a fair 
chance to do so. 

The American Government is 
‘@onvinced that the way to give 
democratic forces in Germany 
a chance to assert themselves 
is for the Allies to make it 
clear to the German people the 
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essential terms of the peace set- 
tlement which they expect the 
German people to accept and 
observe. 

The Allies should make clear 
just what the disarmament which 
they expect the German people 
to observe means. They should 
make clear the reparations deliv- 
eries which they expect to exact 
so that the German people will 
know that the harder they work 
the sooner they will be permitted 
to share in the benefits of that 
work, 

The Allies should make clear 

to the Germans what the future 
boundaries of Germany will be 
and limits within which Germans 
may govern themselves. They 
should make clear to the Ger- 
mans that so long as they observe 
clear and definite standards laid 
down by the Allies there will be 
no interference with their efforts 
to rebuild their economic and 
political life for the benefit of 
themselves and of Europe as a 
whole. 
Talk of a long or short occupa- 
tion is misleading. Controls and 
small security forces must be re- 
served for a long period of time 
to insure Germany’s observance of 
the terms of agreed settlement. 
But mass occupations and occupa- 
tion governments of Germany, if 
extended over a prolonged period, 
will defeat our purposes, The Ger- 
mans are at best going to experi- 
ence difficulties and hardships. 
They must be given a chance to 
minimize those difficulties and 
hardships by their awn efforts. If 
they are not given that chance, 
they will asoribe their difficulties 
and hardships to Allied occupa- 
tion and not to the devastating 
war of agression which their 
leaders brought upon them and 
the world. 

It is therefore the duty of the 
Allies to set up machinery to 
work out the definite lines of a 
‘peace settlement which they ex- 
pect Germany to accept and ob- 
serve. I urge u my colleagues 
that we should appoint special 
deputies for this purpose and 
give them directives. 

If we fail to do this, we will 
be confessing to the world our 
own lack of constructive pur- 
pose and our inability to agree 
and will betray millions who 
ane in order that freedom might 

ve.

old Battleship Arkansas 


Also Moved Into Heart 
of Target Array for 


Atomic Test. 


By ELTON C. FAY 


ABOARD U. S. S. MOUNT Me- 
KINLEY, Bikini, July 12 (AP) — 
The old battleship Arkansas and 
the carrier Saratoga appear to be 
on the hot spot for the second 
atomic bomb test July 25. 

The Saratoga, which was far on 
the outside of the target array for 
the first test, steamed into a new 
inner position today. The Arkan- 
gas, the oldest battleship in the 
Navy, which was damaged heavily 
in the first atomic blast, was 
maneuvered not far from the car- 
rier. 

V. Adm. W. H. P. Blandy told 
@ press conference that most of 
the changes in the guinea pig 
fleet lineup would be made near 
the center, with the array of ships 
on the outer fringe modified but 
little. 

The admiral, who is in com- 
mand of the crossroads operation, 
announced also that the scheduled 
explosion hour for the second test 
would be 8:50 a.m, Bikini time 
July 25 (4:50 p.m. July 24 St. 
Louis time). He. explained that 
there had been some misunder- 
standing resulting in the previous 
announcement of 8:30 a.m. 

Dr. Norris E. Bradbury, Los 
Alamos, laboratory director, said 
he believed there would be little 
or no light brilliancy from the 
scheduled underwater blast, but if 
there was any light, it probably 
would take the form of a red 
glow. 

Adm, Blandy said the target 
ships which survive the second 
test and are able to operate under 
their own power will be returned 
to Pearl Harbor. Those unable to 
move will be sunk, either in Bikini 
lagoon or at sea 

“Any ship in the world imme- 
diately below the first atom bomb 
blast would have been sunk,” said 
Adm, Blandy in discussing the 
first test. 

The latest list of ships touched 
by the original test bomb in a 
manner ranging from sinking to 
mere paint scorching stands at 
58—five sunk, six heavily dam- 
aged, five moderately damaged, 
eight damaged lightly and 34 
damaged negligibly. 

The list tranferred the Japa- 
nese battleship Nagato from the

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Atom-Smashing Power Increases 


In Frequency Modulation Tests 


BERKELEY, Calif., July 
(AP)—Successful tests of a new 
principle that will enable cyclo- 
trons to double the striking force 
of their atomic projectiles were 
announced today at the University 
of California radiation laboratory. 

The principle, discovered simul- 
taneously by Dr. Edwin M. Me- 
Millan of the radiation laboratory, 
and by V. Veksler, a Russian sci- 
entist, applies frequency modula- 
tion to cyclotrons. 

In radio, frequency modulation 
gives superior tone and reduces 
static, In cyclotrons it increases 
the number of electrical kicks that 
can be given a projectile, thus 
adding to the speed and effective- 
ness of the nuclear bullet. 

The tests were made on the 37- 
inch cyclotron, smallest and oldest 
of the atom smashers developed 
by Dr. Ernest O. Lawrence, They 
were reported at a meeting of the 
American Physical Society by Dr. 
J. R. Richardson, Dr. Kenneth Me- 
Kenzie and Dr. Byron T. Wright, 
associates of Dr. Lawrence. 

In these operations the small 
atom smasher served as a pilot 
instrument for the gigantic cyclo- 
tron now being built by Lawrence 
and his group of nuclear research- 
ers. Confirmation of the McMil- 
lan-Veksler principle means that 
the builders can go ahead with 
assurance that their prediction of 
doubled power is correct, 

Speed and Weight. 

This principle deals with the 
Einstein theory that particles 
moving at high speed gain weight 
in proportion to the velocity in- 
crease. The function of the cyclo- 
tron is to whirl atomic particles 
around in a circular chamber until 
they can come out at high speed 
and collide with a target atom. 

To increase the speed the cyclo- 
tron gives the bullet an electrical 
push every time it completes a 
half circle. These pushes are 
cumulative, causing the bullet to 
ever-widening circle. But when 
their speed gets to the point that 
they begin to take on added 
weight, they lag a little behind the 
regularly spaced frequency of the 
electrical kicks and thus no longer 
gain speed. 

Dr. McMillan, while working on 
the atomic bomb at Los Alamos, 
N. M., conceived the idea of slow- 
ing the rate of the electrical kicks 
to compensate for this lag. Almost 
at the same time Veksler, working 
independently in the Soviet Un- 
ion, evolved the same idea, 

As a result of McMillan’s work 
here, the huge new cyclotron will 
go faster and faster and in an 
produce deuterons, which are the 
nuclei of heavy hydrogen and are 


used extensively as atomic bullets, | 
with energies of 200,000,000 volts, | 


and alpha particles, which are the 
nuclei of helium atoms, with the 
striking power of 400,000,000 volts. 

This increase represents another 
step in the efforts of nuclear phys- 


12 icists to produce an atomic bullet 
approaching the power of cosmic 


rays. The projective power of the 
giant new cyclotron, to be complet- 
ed in a few months, falls short of 
that goal, but other kinds of atom 
smashers, now in the works, are 
expected to ac hieve it.

WASHINGTON, July 12. 


RESIDENT TRUMAN, although he sharply declined to tell what

Senate OPA extension legislation, 


that passes without a “workable price control law” on the books in- 


creases the danger of inflation. 


By issuing a statement on Reconversion Director Steelman’s quar- 
terly report on the economic and financial condition of the country, 
the President was able to make a direct attempt by a popular appeal 
to influence congressional action on the pending OPA extension bill, 
which a coalition of Republicans and Southern Democrats is weaken- 
ing by a series of log-rolling amendments. 


In his statement, the President 
also announced that he would 
carry out Steelman's recommenda- 
tion to reduce government expen- 
ditures. With that end in mind, 
he said, “military and veterans 
program costs, which have been 
rising above earlier estimates, will 
be reviewed to determine whether 
they can be reduced without en- 
dangering national security or 
causing unjustified hardship.” 

To give personal emphasis to his 
views, the President read parts of 
his statement. 

Truman’s Statement. 

The text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

“It is a good thing from time 
to time, for all of us to take stock 
of the progress we have made 
toward our peacetime domestic 
goal of sustained full production 
and full employment. 

“John R. Steelman’s report on 
reconversion sets forth some facts 
and figures which a good many 
people have been inclined to over- 
look in the heat of debate. Up to 
June 30 the setbacks which we 
suffered had been disproportion- 
ately magnified. 

“The facts are that: 

“Production by mid-year reached 
the highest level ever attained in 
peacetime. 

“More. people are working now 
than ever before—four and a half- 
million more than in 1941, our 
highest prewar year, Particularly 
gratifying is the fact that eight 
out of every 10 returned veterans 
already have jobs; but we shall 
not be satisfied ‘until the rest of 
our veterang have suitable em- 
ployment opportunities. The num- 
ber of people looking for work 
was only slightly above two-and- 
a@-half million by the end of June. 

„Although public attention was 
focused on the soft-coal and rail- 
road strikes, the great majority 
of workers remained on their jobs. 
Fewer man days of idleness due 
to industrial disputes were re- 
corded during the last quarter 
than in the first three months of 
this year. 

“Our people are earning more 
money and they are purchasing 
a greater volume of goods than 
ever before in peacetime. 

“We are meeting in full our 
commitments to ship food to the 
starving peoples of the world. 

“We have made more progress 
than many thought possible to- 
ward providing new houses for 
Sur people. 

Danger of Inflation. 

“Certainly, up to this point run- 
away inflation has been prevented. 

“But as the seventh report of 
the reconversion director points 
out, all of the ground we have so 
laboriously won against inflation 
will be irretrievably lost without a 
workable price control law. Every 
day that passes without a law on 
the books increases that danger. 

“The Administration is deter- 
mined to do everything within its 
power, under the authority grant- 
ed by the Congress, to maintain 
the gains we have made and to 
continue moving toward our goal. 

“To this end, I have directed 
Mr. Steelman to co-ordinate to the 
fullest extent the activities of the 
executive agencies of the Govern- 
ment which can assist both indus- 
try and labor to attain the high 
volume of production necessary to 
ward off inflation. 

“To supplement pending price 
eontrol measures, the Administra- 
tion is reviewing its fiscal and 
monetary policies. Government ex- 
penditures will be reduced. All 
_ deferrable construction and public 
works projects using federal funds 
will be studied with a view to 
@aving strategic materials and di- 
minishing inflationary pressures. 
Military and veterans’ program 
costs which have been rising 
, above earlier estimates will be re- 
viewed to determine where they 
can b reduced without endanger- 
ing national security or causing 
unjustified hardship. All 
, Measures are necessary, but they 
are no substitute for specific price 
control until full production is at- 
tained.” 

Uses Roosevelt Technique. 

After Truman had finished his 
reading, a reporter asked if he 
would sign the Senate version of 
the OPA extension bill with its 
many amendments. 

Almost testily, Truman asked if 
the reporter knew what the status 
of the bill was five minutes ago. 
This was the old Roosevelt tech- 
mique for dodging embarrassing 
questions. The reporter replied 
that he knew what it was 10 min- 
_ utes before, but could not answer 
the President's question. 

Pleased with himself, Truman 
observed that nobody knew what 
the OPA was going to be and 
that of course he could not tell 
what action he would take on it. 

Backs Contract Inquiry. 

The press conference questions 
covered domestic, international, 
military, economic and political 
subjects. 

He gave the Mead committee, 


which is investigating the efforts penx. 


Military Affairs Committee in be- 
half of the Batavia Metal Prod- 
ucts Co. on munitions contracts, 
his full support. He said that 
when they saw him recently, sen- 
atorial investigators had not asked 
him for authority to chcck the in- 
come tax returns of the various 
firms in this key organization, but 
that he would give that permis- 
sion if justified. The Senators had 
told him, he said, that some firms 
had made unconscionable profits 
out of the war. 

Only the President can author- 
ize the inspection of income tax 
returns. 

He declined to comment on the 
speculation that the Big Four for- 
eign. ministers in Paris had 
given up trying to settle the Ger- 
man question. He disclosed that 
Secretary of State Byrnes would 
return shortly and immediately 
make a report on the conference. 
In their trans-Atlantic telephone 
calls, he said, he and Byrnes had 
discussed things reporters had 
read in the newspapers. 

He defended his writing of a 
letter during the Montana Demo- 
cratic primary, which in effect 
gave presidential indorsement to 
Senator Wheeler in his contest 
with Leif Erickson. This reporter 
asked whether the President re- 
garded his letter an indorsement 
of Wheeler. Truman replied not 
necessarily, although that inter- 
pretation could be put on it. 

Waueeler’s opponent, he said, 
had got out a letter that attacked 
him and attacked Wheeler vic- 
iously. The charges, he continued, 
were palpably untrue and he 
could not let them pass un- 
noticed. 


The charges to which he referred 
were contained in a letter signed 
by ou Boedecker, a railroad man 
who served as Erickson’s cam- 
paign manager, which described 
the “Truman draft labor bill” a 
“vicious messure,” and asserted 
that Wheeler helped in having 
the bill “steamrollered” to the 
floor of the Senate. The letter 
said Wheeler denied labor a hear- 
ing on the bill. 


Primaries Versus Politics. 


Another reporter asked how he 
squared the Wheeler letter with a 
repeated statement that he was 
staying out of politics in all states 
except Missouri, The President 
corrected the reporter by saying 
that he was staying out of all 
primaries except those in Mis- 
sour i, and that he was interested 
in the politics of all the 48 states. 


This brought up a question 
about his recent White House 
conference with Chairman Paul 
Fitzgerald of the New York State 
Democratic Committee. Politics, 
the President said, had been dis- 
cussed, of course; Mr. Fitz- 
patrick was very well educated 
in politics. 

“Did you decide to indorse Sen- 
ator Mead?” a reporter inquired, 
without indicating whether the 
office would be the governorship 
or the senatorship. 

The President told the reporter 
to wait a while on that one. 

Asked to comment on Capitol 
Hill rumors that he was con- 
sidering the calling of a special 
session of Congress if it did not 
finish his legislative program, he 
first replied, no comment, and 
then added that this was the first 
tim: he had heard the report.

WARSAW, July 12. 


ARDINAL AUGUST HLOND, primate of Poland, said yesterday 
that the Kielce pogrom, in which 41 persons were killed, was 
incited by political rather than racial animosity, and blamed 


Jews in the government for creating dangerous tensions by attempt- 
ing to introduce a Communistic structure which he said most Poles! of Accion Nacional Party (P.A.N.) 


did not want, 


He denied bitter attacks from 
high Government officials, led by 
Premier Edward Osubka- Mo- 
rawski, who charged that the 
Catholic clergy in. Poland has 
done nothing to keep anti-semi- 
tism in check, 

Cardinal Hlond no doubt saw in 
the Kielce pogrom a sad but in- 
evitable episode in the embittered 
struggle against Communism, in 
which his church is fighting for 
its life. Most of the foreign cor- 
respondents to whom he addressed 
his remarks were of the opinion, 
however, that his statement was 
deplorably weak. 

He said: “The Catholic Church 
always and everywhere condemns 
murder of all kinds. They are to 
be condemned in Poland, regard- 
less of by whom they are com- 
mitted and regardless of whether 
they are committed against Poles 
or Jews in Kielce or other parts 
of the republic. 

“The course of the highly regret- 
able events in Kielce shows that 
they did not occur for racial rea- 
sons but grew up on totally dif- 
ferent, painful and tragic founda- 
tion. These events are a tragedy 
which fills me with sadness and 
regret. ‘ 

“The Catholic clergy in Kielce 
carried out their duty as soon as 
news of the events reached them. 
The Rev. Roman Zelek, parish 
priest of the cathedral, hurried to 
the scene, but was stopped at 
Planty street by soldiers. When 
the military cordons were with- 
drawn, five priests went to the 
scene of the incident and found 
that by that time there were no 
crowds, only smaller groups. A 
representative of the Bishopric 
advised them to go home. 

“The next day a representative 
of the Bishopric, in conjunction 
with authorities and the city ad- 
ministration, prepared a procla- 
mation to calm the population, 
which was accepted by the local 
government. However, the authori- 
ties did not nublish the proclama- 
tion. On July 6, the Bishopric 
issued its own proclamation, which 
was read from the pulpits of all 
Catholic churches of the city on 
Sunday, July 7, 

“If there was order and quiet 
in Kielce during the last week, 
despite the violence of the pre- 
vious excitement, this is primarily 
due to the calming effect of the 


clergy. 

“During the exterminating Ger- 
many occupation, the Poles, al- 
though they themselves were per- 
secuted, helped to hide Jews and 
save Jews at the risk of their own 
lives. Numerous Jews in Poland 
are alive today due to the help of 
Poles and Polish priests. 

“The fact that this condition Is 
deteriorating is to a great degree 
due to the Jews who today occupy 
leading positions in Poland’s gov- 
ernment and endeavor to intro- 
duce a governmental structure 
which the majoritv of the people 
do not desire. 

“In. the fatal battle of weapons 
on the fighting political front in 
Poland, it is to be regretted that 
some Jews lose their lives, but 
a disproportionately large num- 
ber of Poles also lose their lives. 

“My personal attitude toward 
Jews is known from prewar state- 
ments, During my banishment 
from Poland, while in France 
from 1940 to 1944, I saved numer- 
ous Polish Jews, also German and 
French Jews, from being deported 
to death camps. I facilitated their 
departure to the United States, 
hid them in safe hiding places 
and endeavored to obtain docu- 
ments for them, thanks to which 
their lives were saved. 

“I deeply desire that the Jewish 
problem in the postwar world 
should at last find its proper 
solution.” 


GEN, MARSHALL SEES CHOU, 
THEN CONFERS WITH CHIANG

One can’t avoid the impression 
he is young, despite his 47 years 
and his iron-gray hair. 

“Might as well be comfortable,” 
he said as we settled down on a 
leather couch in his office, and I 
accustomed myself to the glare of 
six rows of many-colored ribbons, 
replete with stars, rosettes and 
oak leaf clusters. Some were 
garnered in the “wild blue yonder” 
and some awarded for staff and 
command work in Africa and 
Europe, 

Office Is Small. 

Vandenberg’s office, in the new 
War Department building, is small 
and simple. He smoked as he 
eyed his three-starred lieutenant 
general's flag, still furled in one 
corner. 

„We're just getting settled here. 
Not really set up for business yet. 
There’s a lot of preliminary work 
to be done, I don’t think I'll put 
up that flag at all. This isn’t an 
Army headquarters. It's Army, 
Navy, Marine, State Department 
and a lot more. 

A large globe sits next to the 
General's desk, and four airplane 
models rest on tables, desks and 
bookcases. Much of the talk is 
about aviation, for the General's 
heart is obviously still in the air.

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Jew-Baiter Streicher So — 
He Made Friends for Jews, His 
Lawyer Would Have You Believe: 


Attorney, in Plea to Nuernberg Court, De- 
picts Gum-Chewing Defendant as Fanatic 
Whom Even Hitler Despised.

ROWN in captivity to be a chewing gum addict, Julius Streicher 
munched stolidly on an American wad today as his attorney, Dr. 
Hans Marx, of this city, depicted “the No, 1 enemy of Jewry” as 


“the unimportant editor of an unimportant journal.“ 


Marx diagnosed his client as a 


fanatic to the verge of mania, 
with a single fixed idea whom 
psychiatrists would pronounce to 
be afflicted with “mental cramp.” | 
He declared Streicher was de- 
spised by Adolf Hitler, detested by 
Hermann Goering and Heinrich 
Himmler and rejected, not merely 
by the German people as a whole, 
but even by the SA storm troopers 
and SS Elite Guards. 


“Not one of the defendants,” 
exclaimed Marx, “shows such a 
discrepancy between fact and 
fancy as Julius Streicher. The 
prosecution presented what he ap- 
peared to be to the world. What 
he actually was, and is, has been 
proved during the trial.” 


The attorney stressed the fact 
that Streicher fell into disgrace 
with Hitler in 1938 and was 
barred fro.n the radio and public 
platform and stripped of his hon- 
orary titles as gauleiter of Fran- 
conia and SA Obergruppen- 
fuehrer. He spent the war years 
in virtual imprisonment under 
police guard on his estate at 
Pleikershof, not far from here. 
However, he was permitted to con- 
tinue publication of Der Stuermer, 
which he himself on the witness 
stand boasted to be “the most 
popular anti-Semite organ in 
Germany,” and which in its hey- 
day about 10 years ago reached a 
national circulation of nearly half 
a million copies weekly. 


The defense of Streicher by Dr. 
Marx gained piquancy from the 
circumstance that the editor, 
charging him with party disloy- 
alty, once tossed him into the very 
jail where Streicher is now con- 
fined. Marx was a Nazi party 
member from 1933 to 1935 but was 
dismissed from the rolls at 
Streicher's instance. 


All the other defendants have 
been men of action, in war, states- 
manship, diplomacy, finance, in- 
dustrial management and civil or 
police administration. Streicher 
alone was a man of the pen—albeit 
a poison pen. His impish features, 


immature as those of a child, still 
have the delicate cast of an intel- 
lectual, though en a pygmy scale, 
or even of a very minor poet. On 
behalf of his client, the attorney’ 
‘pleaded guilty to the first count oft 
the indictment, stating that “the. 
defendant does not deny as re- 
gards the Nazi seizure of power 
that he supported and advanced 
it with all his might from the 
very beginning.” He went so far. 
as to turn over.to Hitler a per- 
sonal movement built up in Fran- 
conia, and thus provided the 
Fuehrer, then weak and obscure, 
with a bridge between Prussia and 
Bavaria. 


Streicher took part in the Mu- 
nich putsch and shared imprison- 
ment at Landsberg with Hitler. 
and Rudolf Hess, But Marx 
sought to rebut the second and 
third counts—namely that Strei- 
cher helped prepare aggressive 
war by means of propaganda 
aimed at Jewish persecution; and 
that he promoted intellectual and 
spiritual education in hatred of 
the Jews among the German 
people, German youth and the ac- 
tive assassins of Jewry. 


His Life Work. 
In the face of a volume of évi- 
dence taken from the files of Der 
Stuermer, Marx was compelled to 


admit that his client had madé 
war against Jewry his life work, 
But he argued that Streicher’s 
coarse, violent and pornographic 
style made more friends than 
enemies for the Jews, and that 
his influence, both popular and 
official, was negligible. The Ger- 
man masses, according to Marx, 
stubbornly refused to be incited 
to anti-Jewish hatred, for which 
reason the persecutions and mas 
sacres were hidden behind an 
iron qurtain of secrecy. 
Streicher’s only foothold, it was 
said, was in the labor front. Rob- 
ert Ley, a close friend of the edi 
tor, made subscription to his jour- 
nal compulsory upon the member-

So the War's Over 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Some of us think the war is‘ over.” 

Thus spoke Frank C. Rand, president 
of the Community Chest. This astound- 
ing conjecture was reported in the 
Post-Dispatch in an item headed “Com- 
munity Fund Has No Money For Vet- 
erans’ Center.” Evidently Senator 
O’Daniel, Senator Taft, Walter Ploeser 
and their anti-OPA colleagues in Con- 
gress also “think the war is over.” 

Yes, the shooting is over, but is the 
emergency over? The simple barefoot 
childlike faith that since the war is over 
we will automatically revert to business 
as usual is really touching. 

But is it childlike faith? Or could it 
be that their collective ears have been 
too long attuned to the piteous pleadings 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers and ite kindred high-pressure 
lobbying groups? The NAM thinks the 
war is over. It may now turn from its 
noble self-sacrificing manufacture of 
war materials (at a price) to the pro- 
duction of peacetime goods (at a price). 

The veteran KNOWS the war is over. 
He knows it when he goes to rent an 
“efficiency” apartment, at $70 a month 
(and up). He knows it when he steps 
into the store to buy meat for today’s 
dinner, at a 40 to 50 per cent increase 
in price. He knows it when he goes to 
buy a suit or a new home (held 30 days 
for a veteran at $10,000 and up). 

Yes, “the war is over.” If the war 
were still on, perhaps the Veterans’ Cen- 
ter would not need an appropriation 
from the Community Chest so much as 
it does now that “the war is over.” If 
the war were still on, we would very 
likely be undivided on such questions as 
OPA. “The war is over’—but when the 
shooting stopped, did that automatically 
flood our markets with automobiles, 
homes, food, refrigerators, radios? 

Do we never profit by past mistakes? 
Must we shout Communist, Fascist, So- 
cialist or what not, when persons advo- 
eate measures to alleviate the extreme 
peaks and hollows of inflation and de- 
pression? Our economists do not believe 
that we must run the gamut of uncon- 
trolled inflation and depression. I believe 
that I speak for the majority of veter- 
ans as well as the “little people” of our 
country who advocate OPA, who believe 
in. free enterprise as much, in fact more, 
than the pressure groups who give lip 
service to that ideal.

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Molotov's Germany 


Russia's sudden championship of a unified 
Germany is a challenge to America, because it 
is plausible. Mr. Molotov’s statement in Paris 
yesterday cleverly picks out the mischief in the 
occupation policies of the United States, Britain 
and France, His object, seemingly, is to em- 
barrass the Western Allies and gain political 
advantage by currying German favor. The 
Molotov document actually represents a skillful 
use of some desirable long-range objectives, to 
gloss over what must be done to attain them. 

No one can quarrel with the thought that 
Germany requires more unity than she has, for 
she has none. She is partitioned, with four 
occupying nations acting separately in near-con- 
fusion, and utterly against the Potsdam concep- 
tion of maintaining a German nation. 

The Russians have an effective program for 
re-educating the German people, but it is strict- 
ly in the interest of Moscow. Thuringia and 
Eastern Germany are being communized. Their 
government is under leftist domination; educa- 
tion is on a sturdy propaganda basis, and the 
Soviet officials court artists and thinkers—Nazi 
and non-Nazi alike—as the font of their propa- 
ganda. In the other three zones, policies are not 
so well defined. But it sometimes appears that 
the Western powers are building regimes just re- 
actionary enough to balance the Russian effort. 

* — * 

When the British, for instance, are accused of 
harboring Nazis and nationalists in Prussian 
politics, they make no denial. They only point 
to the dearth of non-Nazis. French policy is an 
admixture, which “understands” Nazis where 
Vichyite commanders are in power, and humil- 
In the three 
American provinces, policy is a zig-zag. But 
German politics have been reconstructed on a 
rightist basis, under the Christian Social party, 
4nd a royalist party advocating divine-right-of- 
kings has been permitted in Bavaria. 

In the economic sphere, the German partition 
is completely absurd. The insufficiency of food 
and raw materials in the United States zone is 
costing American taxpayers $200,000,000 a year. 
Soviet observers accuse us of leaving machines 
idle, but this idleness comes from lack of coal 
which the Russian zone should but will not sup- 
ply. Factory output is about 80 per cent below 
prewar levels, exports are only 4 per cent of im- 
ports, and we are left with what one American 
general termed “a giant relief project.” 

* * * 

So much of what Mr. Molotov says makes 
sense. Unless there is common policy on trans- 
portation, food shipments and exports, the Ger- 
man economy will be a burden to the occupying 
powers and a deficit to Europe. Unless the 
Western allies proceed with land reforms, as the 


Russians have done, the German people will 


have no confidence in our promise to replace 


Junkerism with democracy. Germany must not 
be too weak. 

The other side of the Allied dilemma is that 
Germany must not be too strong: On that point, 
the Russian Foreign Minister accuses Anglo- 
American officials of neglecting to break up the 
German cartel system. Similar charges were 
made before our Kilgore Committee by Russell 
A. Nixon, who was acting director of the in- 
vestigation of cartels: Mr. Nixon said little had 
been done to break up I. G. Farben—that prin- 
cipal support of Nazi economic aggression. 

„ * . 

After proceeding with justice to this point, in 
calling for unity, Mr. Molotov proposes false 
tactics on the best way to achieve unity. He 
urges immediate creation of a central German 
administration, preparatory to a government, 
with the peace treaty to follow when the gov- 
ernment has been tested. This runs counter to 
Secretary Byrnes's plan for agreement first on 
a peace settlement. 

What the issue comes to is how can there be 
unity without general agreement on it? If the 
Russian idea were to prevail, there would be a 
German Government controlled by four powers 
who still would not agree on how to control it. 
There would be no decisive action on land re- 
form, economic policy, reparations or demili- 
tarization. There almost certainly would de- 
velop four-power recrimination, with the Berlin 
administration caught in the line of fire. This 
would be a poor test of democracy. 

Especially would this be true if the Allies do 
not agree swiftly on fundamental economic 
problems, No central government could endure 
on the basis of the contemporary economy. 
Neither will anyone, German or non-German, 
be satisfied until the fate of the Ruhr-Rhine- 
land-Saar region is settled. This munitions hot- 


box must be kept under international control to . 


avoid the danger of German rearmament. 
eee + 

Upon this point France, which has suffered 
repeatedly from German attack, is flatly insis- 
tent. And upon this point, Mr. Molotov’s pro- 
posal lapses into Impracticability. The French 
would never accept it, They suspect that once 
the Ruhr were under any Berlin direction, it 
could never be divorced from German control. 
Furthermore, America’s position is that German 
reconstruction must not create further risk to 
Germany's ravished neighbors, and we will not 
budge from it. 

If it is true that, by divergent policies, the 
Allies have not managed to reconstruct Ger- 
many, or fully to retard her potential for mak- 
ing war, then it is necessary for the Allies to 
agree on a common policy to do just that. Mr. 
Byrnes is right. The sooner there is a peace 
agreement, the sooner military victory will be 
transformed into actual peace. 


Westward the Course— 

In what ought to herald a widespread trend, 
the General Motors Corp. has moved its top 
operating office from New York to Detroit, 
where its manufacturing business has always 
been centered. It is a move long overdue and 
one that should result in better labor relations, 
better public relations and a more efficient busi- 
ness operation. 

General Motors’s policy deserves emulation. 
There is no real reason why the home office of 
U. 8. Steel should not be in Pittsburgh, or that 
of Anaconda Copper in Butte, or that of Free- 
port Sulphur in Freeport, Tex. And, so on for 
several score of big corporations. 

If this should happen, there would be fewer 
interlocking directorates and more directors who 
would direct. There would be more industrial 
competition and fewer deals to stifle it. The 
gravitation of capital to the East would be, per- 
haps not eliminated,-but at least retarded. 

Several developments of recent years encour- 
age such economic decentralization. In a very 
real sense, President Roosevelt moved the finan- 
clal capital of the country from New York to 
Washington, where it belongs. By its order re- 
quiring competitive bidding in the sale of securi- 
ties, the Securities and Exchange Commission 
made it unnecessary for railroads, power compa- 
nies and the like to maintain even financial of- 
fices in New York. A utility president does not 
have to play golf with a Morgan partner to get 
the cheapest possible financing. 

The SEC has encouraged decentralization also 
by its order breaking up utility holding compa- 
nies. Take the North American Co., parent cor- 
poration of Union Electric. In the forthcoming 
reorganization, North American probably will be 
permitted to retain, of all its numerous sub- 
sidiaries, only those operating in Missouri and 
Illinois. In that case, the home office of North 
American ‘would be logically situated in St. Louis. 

Westward the course of business empire should 
take its way. Anteus drew strength to wrestle 
Hercules as long as he kept his feet in touch 
with Mother Earth. Business giants can draw 
strength by living in close touch with the areas 
from which they draw their raw materials and 
with the people by whose labor these materials

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An. Irresponsible Atomic Bill 


The mess concocted by the House Military 
Affairs Committee in the name of atomic en- 


ergy control can be cleaned up with the help of 


the Rules Committee. The rules group is ex- 
pected to send the atomic control bill to the 
floor under procedure permitting substitution of 
the original McMahon bill, passed by the Sen- 
ate. That would be an invitation to substitute 
‘a good bill for a pernicious one. 

Today’s Mirror of Public Opinion describes 
two irresponsible alterations which the House 
committee made in the McMahon bill. Both 
strike at our fundamental principle of keeping 
the military out of the seat of judgment on high 
national policy. One would even permit the 
armed forces to make atomic weapons without 
regard for the civilian board established to su- 
pervise the safe use of the atom. 

The present committee bill must not be passed. 
It would make a dangerous disappearing act 
of atomie control, and no one could tell whether 
responsihility lay with civilian or milita au-

thority. It would discount our attempt to 
achieve international safeguards for nuclear en- 
ergy, with a promise not to develop the atom 
for war. In short, this measure is a mockery 
of American tradition and a breach of interna- 
tional trust. The McMahon bill should replace it. 
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People vs. Small-Loaners 
The small-loan companies continue to operate 
in Missouri without licenses or regulatory 
statute. Any which charge no more than 8 per 
cent interest, the general limit of the new Con- 
stitution, are apparently within the law. 
Some companies, however, charge 8 per cent 


and then make borrowers protect the contract 


with life, health and accident insurance—which 
adds an additional 8 per cent to the borrower's 
cost of a $100 loan. Isn't that a mere pretext? 
Isn't it a way to give the companies a real re- 
turn in excess of 8 per cent? Shouldn't this 
practice be taken to the courts? 

Other companies have loaned money since 
July 1 at 2 per cent a month—24 per cent a 
year, three times what the law now allows. 
That seems illegal on its face. It calls for what 
the lawyers term a quo warranto preceeding, in 
which the State Attorney General or a circuit 
attorney could bring offenders into court and 
make them show cause why they should not be 
fined and their Missouri charters revoked. 

Perhaps the people’s prosecutors have not 
acted up to now because it is clear that some 
kind of interest scale must be adopted when the 
Legislature reconvenes. The fact remains that 
a deadlock between the too-subservient Senate 
and the admirably firm House has brought the 
trouble about; the small-loan people have 
brought the trouble on themselves, The fact 
remains that some of them are doing business in 
singular disregard of the law as it now stands. 

In the latter circumstance, a diligent people’s 
attorney has no reasonable choice but to prose- 
cute. The moves are up to Attorney General J. 
E. Taylor and, in St. Louis, to Circuit Attorney 
James W. Griffin. Let's see the moves made. 
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Chiang’s Self-Made Plight 


UNRRA’s stoppage of relief—other than vital 
foods—to China, comes on the heels of the 
breakdown of the Kuomintang-Yenan truce con- 
ferences in Nanking. It is an unhappy indication 
that Chiang Kai-shek may have so long put off 
his duty to democratize the Chinese Govern- 
ment that matters are slipping out of his hands. 

Chiang already was under attack from within 
the Kuomintang. Some of his super-nationalist- 
minded generals, egged on by Nazi German ad- 
visers who remain within the Government de- 
spite the cleansing Chiang undertook at United 
States insistence, are brewing a war to the fin- 
ish against the Chinese Communists at Yenan, 
which they propose to fight without Chiang if 
he will not go along. 

By his resentfulness of constructive criticism 


and his stubborn refusal to clean up what has 


become one of the dirtiest governments in the 
world, Chiang has impaired his relations with 
one of his last strong friends, the United States. 
Twice successively he has asked for the removal 
of an UNRRA China director of supplies who 
dared criticize the clogging-up and political use 
of relief. UNRRA Director-General La Guardia’s 
stoppage of relief is a damaging political blow. 

If Chiang still luckily has a chance to restore 
his authority by excising the graft and fascism 
in his Government, after so much procrastina- 
tion, he cannot afford to lose a day in getting 
about it.

Tinkering With Atom Control

House Military Affairs Committee would let Army make atomic 
weapons without regard for Atomic Energy Commission, writer 
of says; amendment to McMahon bill would destroy civilian control; 
world might suspect United States of holding atom bomb as threat.

The House Military Affairs Committee 
does not seem to like the principle of civili- 
an control of atomic energy. In its amend- 
ments of the McMahon bill, it has done two 
things, one of which would gravely impair 
this principle, while the other would de- 
stroy it. 


The first of these two amendments re- 
quires that of the five members of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, one must be 
an officer of the armed services, and an- 
other may be such an officer. The second 
and much the more dangerous of these 
amendments would permit the Army and 
Navy, under the sole direction of the Presi- 
dent and without any regard for the Atomic 
Energy Commission, to manufacture atomic 
weapons. 


As to the first amendment, there seem 
to be very good reasons why no officer of 
the armed forces on active duty should 
be a member of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. This is said in no spirit of criti- 
cism. The people of this country have no 
more devoted and selfless servants than 
the officers of our Army and Navy. But 
their training, their whole experience fits 
them for the performance of specific mili- 
tary duties, and not for the responsibility 
of making general, over-all plans in a field 
in which every aspect of national policy 
and national welfare is involved. That is 
why a civilian Secretary of War, and not 
the Chief of Staff, sits in the Cabinet. 


Question of Policy-Making 


A military officer on the Atomic Energy 
Commission must, of necessity, think of 
atomic energy first of all as a weapon, and 
his every instinct. will be to subordinate 
all other considerations, It is, indeed, prop- 
er and necessary that the military uses 
and dangers of atomic energy should be 
given the fullest consideration by the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission, and in so doing 
military advice must be given the fullest 
consideration. 


But it is not for the professional military 
officer, having given his advice, to formu- 
late the broad general policies of the na- 
tion. This is properly the responsibility of 
civilians who are free from professional 
preconceptions or departmental viewpoints, 
The military officer, whose career is in the 
hands of his service, and whose loyalties 
are bound up with that service, can never 
wholly free himself from the views enter- 
tained by his superiors. He might well, in 
circumstances easily imaginable, be con- 
strained by the opinion of his superiors to 
act against his own best judgment, 


Vicious Amendment on Arms 


It is surely not admissible that any mem- 
ber of the Atomic Energy Commission 
should sit in its deliberations merely as 
the representative of one of the executive 
departments. Free and full discussion and 
debate, and well-weighed decisions, are 
what the country has a right to expect, and 
will expect, of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. The Senate bill, which provides 
a Military Liaison Committee to work with 
the commission, goes as far as is necessary 
in providing the commission with compe- 
tent military advice, and in seeing to it 
that the War and Navy Departments are 
kept advised of the commission’s proceed- 
ings. 

But if this first amendment admitting 
mflitary officers to membership in the 


Atomic Energy Commission may be con- 
sidered ill-judged, the second amendment 
permitting the armed services to manufac- 
ture atomic weapons without reference to 
the commission can be described only as 
vicious, ° 


In the first place it makes a mockery 
of the whole system of atomic control as 
set up in the McMahon bill. Either we are 
going to have a centralized responsibility 
for the control of atomic energy in this 
country, or we are not. If the commission 
is to have full responsibility, it must have 
full authority. ) 


Right-and-Left-Hand Method 


If the Army and Navy are going to run 
their own atomic plants, subject only to 
the orders of the President—as this amend- 
ment permits—they will have under their 
control most of the atomic facilities now ex- 
isting. There will be little left for the 
Atomic Energy Commission to deal with, 
despite the imposing list of its responsibil- 
ities as set forth in the bill. Under these 
conditions no man of any standing or self- 
respect could possibly accept membership 
on the commission, for he would be accept- 
ing solemn responsibilities which he would 
be quite powerless to discharge. 


Moreover, this right-and-left-hand way 
of doing things is exactly the way to con- 
vince the rest of the world that we are 
indulging in atomic double-talk, and that 
we really mean, while making a great dis- 
play of seeking international atomic con- 
trols, to retain the atomic bomb as a threat 
over our associates in the United Nations. 
For the Congress of the United States to 
pass a bill providing for the domestic con- 
trol of atomic energy by a civilian commis- 
sion, but likewise providing that in com- 
plete disregard of the commission, the 
armed services can go right on making 
and storing atomic bombs—well, what would 
that look like to you if you were a nerv- 
ous and suspicious Russian? 


Bill Should Be Restored 


The issues at stake are much too grave, 
and the need for a sound and workable 
system of domestic atomic control much 
too urgent, for such monkey-shines as the 
House Military Affairs Committee has been 
indulging in. It does not matter much 
whether Chairman May and his associates 
were motivated by pique, prejudice or 
panic; what does matter is that the House 
should correct their errors and restore to 
something resembling its original form the 
very satisfactory atomic control bill as 
passed by the Senate. 


All the points raised by the House Com- 
mittee were fully considered and exhaust- 
ively debated by Senator McMahon and the 
Senate Committee on Atomic Energy, and 
on the Senate floor. The result was a good 
bill—a bill which has the support of the 
President, of the armed services and of 
the country. It should not be further tin- 
kered with.

Mr. Byrnes’s Task From Here On 


is good reason for thinking that as a peacemaker Secretary 
Byrnes may from now on be in a considerably stronger position 


than he has been. 


When he agreed a year ago at Potsdam that peace should first 
be made with the German satellites, he elected to begin his peace- 
making at the point where his diplomatic position was the weakest. 


With the exception of Italy, 
these countries had all been liber- 
ated and then occupied by the 
Red Army. Their governments 
were under the sole control of the 
Soviet Union, and as a result Mr. 
Byrnes could exert influence but 
no power. It was precisely in this 
area, within the orbit of the Red 
Army, that Mr. Byrnes was bound 
to have the least bargaining pow- 


er and M. Molotov his greatest 
bargaining power. We need not 
wonder, then, that given the men- 
tality of the rulers of Russia, M. 
Molotov took every advantage of 
the fact that the Russian military 
eccupation gave him the first 
word and the last. 


Where Russia Dominates. 


It. would have been impossible 
to select a more unfavorable place 
to begin the peacemaking than in 
that region of Europe where the 
Red Army is the only military 


power. 

The Italian Treaty was not such 
a one-sided negotiation. 

M. Molotov’s bargaining posi- 
tion was greatest at the Yugoslav 
boundary. For Tito has an army, 
whereas Italy is to be disarmed 
and the British-American forces 
are to evacuate Italy when there 
is a peace treaty. But since we 
could stay in Trieste until Molo- 
tov agreed to a peace treaty, he 
had to compromise. He could not 
get Trieste for Tito. Since, how- 
ever, a disarmed and evacuated 
Italy could not hold Trieste, we 
too had to compromise. We could 
not award Trieste to Italy and 
then go home. The compromise 
registers this underlying situation, 

But when the ministers took up 
the Italian colonial empire, our po- 
sition was much stronger, The 
colonies are occupied not by the 
Red Army but by the British 
Army, and they are beyond the 
reach of Moscow because of Brit- 

h and American seapower. 
Meters. consequently, M. Molotov 
recognized that he was not able 
to dictate a settlement. So he 
agreed to make peace with Italy 
without any settlement of the co- 
lonial question. Moreover, when 
the time comes for a colonial set- 
tlement, M. Molotov will find that 
his position is the reverse of what 
it has been inside the Russian 
orbit. There, when he said no, it 
meant that we could not inter- 
fere with what Moscow had de- 
cided to do. 


Germany Comes First. 


But in the colonial area, the 
shoe is on the other foot. M. Molo- 
tov will get less by saying no 
than by saying yes. If he says 
yes to an arrangement which 
the Western powers propose, Rus- 
sia will have a share in the ar- 
rangement. Bu: if he says no, Rus- 
sia will continue to exclude her- 


self, as she is now excluded, from 
any share in the control of these 
colonies. 

The peacemakers have to deal 
next with Germany and Austria, 
and there, if we measure the. sit- 
uation correctly, Mr. Byrnes will 
begin by recognizing two funda- 
mental facts. The first is that the 
Austrian settlement should follow, 
not precede, the German settle- 
ment. For Austria can become an 
independent state only if Germany 
has first been made safe for Ru- 
rope. As long as Germany’s place 
in Europe is uncertain, Austria 
must remain a pawn in the game 
of power politics. 

The second fundamental fact is 
that western Germany—and 
ticularly the British zone—is muc 
the most important part of Ger- 
many. Therefore, if they can agree, 
Britain and France and the United 
States have the initiative and can 
act to form the political structure 
of Germany and 
order. Tass, the Soviet press 
agency, is already complaining 
that “secret” negotiations about 
Germany are taking place, and 
that Russia has not been included. 
The reason Russia has not been 
included is that it is so inordi- 
2 difficult,to negotiate with 
M. Molotov. Our position in Ger- 
many is such that the initiative 
and the leadership can be with 
the Western powers, provided they 
agree upon a constructive policy. 


Some Changes Due. 


The difficulty of the German 
problem is not primarily, as many 
have argued, the difficulty of 
agreeing with the Russians. It is 
the difficulty of uniting the West- 
ern allies, who control the vital 
areas of Germany, in a common 
view of the German future. If 
they can agree among themselves, 
they can take decisive steps to re- 
construct Germany, and they can 
prove to the Russians that there 
is more advantage for them in 
participating than in staying out. 

The United States will have to 
revise the policy of placing a ceil- 
ing on German civilian produc- 
tion. The French will have to 
reconcile themselves to a stale- 
mate in the Ruhr, which, though 
it places that region under special 
control, leaves it as a semi-auton- 
omous German state within a Ger- 
man federation. The British will 
have to abandon the persistent 
notion that they can retain a spe- 
clal and dominating position in 
northwestern Germany, and can 
exploit it strategically, politically 
or commercially. ° 

This is the next chapter of the 
peacemaking. It will be a more 
interesting chapter than that 
which has dealt with Italy and 
the eastern satellites. It is in- 
finitely more important. The ne- 
gotiations will be about Germany, 
but they will determine the peace 
among the Allies and among the 
United Nations. . All the minor 
treaties will stand or fall as the 


great settlement in the heart of 
Europe succeeds or fails.

Canada’s Price Control and Ours 


HAT has happened to the OPA and price control illustrates 
perfectly the extreme difficulty of government under our sys- 
tem, which prescribes fixed elections at stated intervals. 


The contrast with our neighbor, 
Canada, points up this difficulty. 
In Canada, very much the same 
pressures to take off price control 
come from the same pressure 
groups. Canadian cattlemen would 
like to make a killing just as 
much as American cattlemen. 

Members of Parliament in Otta- 
wa are being bombarded with the 
same kind of appeals, demands 
and pleas that have come down on 
members of Congress. This is a 
slight exaggeration, since the 
pressure lobby as it works in 
Washington has been carried to a 
high point of perfection. 

But what is Canada’s Parlia- 
ment doing? They are not tak- 
ing off controls. Instead they are 
guarding the essentials of control 
which was never relaxed as ours 
was immediately after VJ-day. At 
the same time they are preparing 
‘a cautious and orderly method of 
decontrol. 

Party Discipline. 

The reason is obvious. If mem- 
bers of Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King’s Liberty party in Parlia- 
ment deserted him to join a co- 
alition of opposition forces, the 
Government would fall. It would 
Tall on the issue of price control. 
That would mean every member of 
Parliament would have to go back 
to his district and campaign for 
re-election in the face of prices 
_ goaring in the absence of controls. 
That would mean a clear-cut 
| decision. Under our system, 18 
Democratic Senators deserted the 
President to destroy price control. 
But they will not come up for re- 
election until this fall, or perhaps 
not for two or four more years. 
Time will blur the issue. That 
is wha: cynical members of Con- 
gress are counting on. 

They can have few doubts about 
how the vote would go if they had 
to fac> the country today on the 
price issue. But they can count 
peoples’ forgetfulness or confusion 
with the passage of time. So they 
ean vote for cattle or metal or 
petroleum or whatever special in- 
terest back home wants a higher 
price. 

And prices soar. “. .. caused 
butter prices to advance in the 
New York wholesale market an- 
other 1% cents a pound.. .” “Milk 
prices in the Metropolitan area 
reached their highest in 26 years 
Dun & Bradstreet’s daily 
price index of 30 basic commodi- 
ties . . . hit a new 1946 high of 
221.60 yesterday as co red to 
219.47 the day before.” ese are 


excerpts from a New York Times 
story. OPA economists say that 
basic food prices have risen as 
much since OPA went out as 
they rose during the whole period 
of price control.

RAY STANNARD BARER 
DIES AUTHOR, EDITOR 


Biographer of Woodrow Wil- 
son— Wrote Also Under 
Name of David Grayson. 


AMHERST, Mass., July 12 (AP) 
— Ray Stannard Baker, bi- 
ographer of Woodrow Wilson, 
died today at his home. He was 
76 years old. He had been suf- 
fering from a heart ailment for 
some time. 
his brother, Dr. Hugh Baker, 
president of Massachusetts State 
Collage, said he died at 2 a.m. 

Private funeral services will be 
Sunday. 


Probably best known for his 
monumental works on Woodrow 
Wilson, Baker, news writer, author 
and editor, had a wide following 
too because of the philosophic ad- 
ventures” which he wrote under 
the pseudonym of David Grayson. 
But he first attracted public atten- 
tion by hig interesting accounts 
in 1894 of the march of “Coxey’s 
army” when he was a reporter for 
the Chicago Record. 

A series of articles contributed 
to McClure’s Magazine won for 
him, in 1898, the post of associate 
editor on the magazine. The so- 
called muckrakers were beginning 
their crusades, and Baker’s asso- 
ciates on McClure’s included Ida 
M. Tarbell, Samucl Hopkins 
Adams,. William Allen White and 
Lincoln Steffens. 

In 1906 with John S. Phillips, 
editor of McClure’s, Miss Tarbell, 
Finley Peter Dunne of “Mr. 
Dooley” fame, and White, Baker 
bought The American Magazine. 
Baker turned some notebooks of 
ideas and essays over to Phillips, 
who published them immediately 
and gave Baker the pen name 
“David Grayson.” 

In 1918 Baker was appointed a 
special commissioner of the Unit- 
ed States State Department in 
Great Britain, France and Italy. 
In 1919 he became director of the 
press bureau of the American com- 
mission to negotiate peace at 
Paris.

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SOME PRICES UP, OTHERS 
UNCHANGED, SURVEY SHOWS 


Check in 12 Cities Indicates Growing List of 
Stores Getting More 
for Meat. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ports the retail food price situa- 
tion is “spotty” with many staple 
foods remaining unchang d but 
with prices for others going up in 
“an increasing number of stores.” 
The bureau based its statement 
yesterday on a spot survey of food 
prices in 12 cities, made last 
Tuesday. It noted that wholesale 
price increases have “for the most 
part” not yet reached the retail 
market level. It mentioned re- 
moval of subsidies in connection 
with milk price rises, but did not 
discuss the effect of the lapse in 
the federal payments on other 
commodities. 
“An increasing number of stores 


were charging higher prices for 
meats, butter, milk and some oth- 
er foods,” the bureau reported. 
“Supplies of meats, butter and 
poultry were still so small that 
prices were often not available, 
especially in Eastern cities.” 

The 12-city food survey said 
prices of milk sold through groc- 
ery stores “advanced in 11 of the 
12 cities surveyed following the 
removal of subsidies on July 4. 
„. . The greatest increase was 24 
per cent in Washington, D. C.” 
Milk prices rose more than 5 per 
cent in Chicago, Savannah, Ga,, 
Boston, Denver, Detroit, Houston, 
Tex., Los Angeles and 
City. 

It said butter prices were up 19 
per cent in New York, 22 per cent 
in Chicago, 30 per cent in Cleve- 
land, 37 per cent in Pittsburgh but 
“a considerable number of stores 
are still selling butter at OPA'’s 
ceiling.” 

“Among the stores having meats 
for sale a substantial proportion 
kept prices steady while some 
prices quoted were as high as $1 
per pound for round steak, 65 
cents for chuck roast, 75 cents for 
pork chops, and 69 cents per pound 
for bacon,” the survey said. In 
Kansas City the prices of round 
steak ranged from 43 to 75 cents 
per pound; in Pittsburgh an in- 
dependent store hiked round steak 
29 cents, and in Los Angeles one 


cents on June 18 to 75 cents on 
July 9. 

“Prices of chicken, when avail- 
able, were generally higher than 
in June, the highest average in- 
crease being reported in New 
York, about 14 per cent 


Along with the food survey, the 
bureau put out the index for @8 
basic commodities which it has 
made a daily feature since OPA 
lapsed, The index rose 5 per cent 
today to 233.1. The report said it 
now is 165 per cent above the 
index figure for June 30, 


The bureau said the new rise 
was due to spot market increases 
for grains, butter, steers, cocoa, 
hides, wool tops and cotton. Hogs 
declined slightly. 

More Buyers’ Strikes. 

Meanwhile buyers’ strikes spread 
to more cities. There were dem- 
onstrations in Louisville, Ky., Phil- 
adelphia and Camden, N. J. Other 
— mom were planned at Cam- 
ridge and Springfield, Mass.; 
Fort Wayne, Ind., and Erie, Pa. 

At Jamestown, N. D., the Amer- 
ican Veterans’ Committce mailed 
postcard ballots to all 1500 per- 
sons listed in the telephone book. 
Of the 43 per cent who replied, 
nine out of 10 said they would 


refuse to buy new automobiles, 


radios, furniture and clothing if 
prices increase 20 per cent. 

In New Jersey the representa- 
tives of the AFL, CIO and rail- 
road brotherhoods said they had 
called a statewide buyers’ strike 
for today against “rampant prof- 
iteering and the rising tide of 
inflation.” They said 1,200,000 un- 
ion members in New Jersey were 
represented.

ARMY'S NEW AMAZON BOMB 
TO BE TRIED ON U-BOAT PENS 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
The Army Air Forces reported 
today that a new 11-ton “Amazon” 
bomb will be tried on the 14-foot 
thick roofs of Nazi submarine 
pens which withstood Allied bomb- 
ing during the war. 

The Amazon was developed after 
British “Grand Slam” block bust- 
ers and smaller American missiles 


had failed to penetrate the U-boat 
lairs at Farge, near Bremen, and 
at Helgoland Bight. 

The new bomb, combining great 
weight with a very strong case, 
is expected both to puncture the 
concrete structures and to pro- 
duce a delayed explosion of ter- 
rific blast strength, sufficient to 
destroy any living being within.

HYDE PARK, Thursday. 


HAVE been asked by Ameri- 

cans United for World Organi- 

zation to mention the fact that 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee has appointed a sub- 
committee to consider the United 
States’ acceptance of compulsory 
jurisdiction of the New Interna- 
tional Court of Justice, which was 
created by the United Nations As- 
sembly at their organization meet- 
ing in London last winter. 


The members of the subcommit- 
tee are Senator Elbert D. Thomas 
of Utah, chairman; Senator Carl 
A. Hatch of New Mexico, and 
Senator Warren R Austin of Ver- 
mont. Hearings have been tenta- 
tively scheduled to begin in the 
near future. I am wondering 


- whether Senator Austin’s appoint- 


ment as our permanent member of 
the United Nations Security 
Council will mean that some one 
else will have to be placed on this 
subcommittee. 

In any case, it is of great im- 
portance that we, as citizens, let 
this committee know how we feel 
on this subject. Personally, it has 
always seemed to me ridiculous to 
set up a World Court and then 
not accept compulsory jurisdiction. 
I wonder how our own courts 
would function if individuals were 
able to announce that they did 
not wish to appear before them. 
It seemg to me that it is essen- 
tial for the peace of the world 
that all of us accept compulsory 
jurisdiction. 

It is also essential that the 
best men, from a legal standpoint, 
Who can be found throughout the 
world should be members of this 
court, for no taint of personal 
prejudice or of interest in any one 
nation, not even their own, must 
ever affect the judgment of these 
men. Only men of such caliber 
can build confidence in the court 
and justify the willingness of all 
nations to accept their decisions. 


I am delighted to find that the 


conversation which Mr. and Mrs. 
Bruce Gould and I held one 
winter afternoon in my New York 
apartment, and which was pub- 
lished at the time, has had a 
good result. It has brought indi- 
viduals, groups and communities 
to the point of adopfing not only 
individuals in Europe who have 
suffered from the destruction of 


war, but also whole towns and 
villages.

One American couple, Mr. and 
Mrs Girard Hale, have adopted 
the little French village of Maille.

Some Tips on 
Use of DDT 
In the Home

ILL, DDT give us the flyless, 
mosquitoless summer we are 


all hoping for? That depends 


on the intelligence with which we 
use this new preparation which 
was so valuable for insect control 
during our troops’ wartime occu- 
pation of tropic islands. To be 
effective, DDT must be applied in 
the right form in <u right way, 
and at the right tim 

Moreover, many — will be 
reluctant to use it without first 
knowing more about its possibly 
harmful effects. For their reas- 
surance, it can be said that, while 
DDT is poisonous, it is much less 
so than most insecticides. Those 
using it should guard against 
breathing in or swallowing any of 
it, and prol 
solutions of D 
should be avoided.

Applied as Dust. 

IT MAY BE applied as a dust, 
as an oll spray, or as an aerosol 
preparation, which means a prep- 
aration in which the DDT is mixed 
with a gas. For example, a dust 
mixture of 10 per cent of DDT 
is non-irritating and may be used 
for the control of lice. A 5 per

‘cent solution of DDT in kerosene 


or fuel oil is effective for control- 
ling mosquitoes. 

DDT in the form of a spray, 
dust or aerosol — aids 
in keeping down the fly popula- 
tion. In this way, the 328 from 
fly-borne dysentery may be greatly 
reduced. Such a —— is deadly 
for house flies and remains active 
for four to six months after ap- 
plication even to wood surfaces. 
DDT in a cold-water paint keeps 
its fly-killing power for several 
months.

Water Emulsion. 


A WATER EMULSION of DDT 
has been used for killing the 
brown dog tick. Bedbugs may be 
eliminated by a 5 per cent solution 
of DDT in kerosene applied as a 
spray to infested beds, and in the 
cracks in the woodwork or in the 
wallpaper. 

New, also, is a preparation of 
DDT in a colorless synthetic resin 
liquid which, applied with a 
paint brush, like nt, can be 
quickly and easily brushed on to 
screens, porch-ceilings, floors, or 
where you will, leaving an almost 
invisible non-shiny film that pro- 
vides safe and effective protection 
against and insects for some 
three mon inside the house, and 
about a month outside, 

When DDT is used over a wide 
area, care must be taken that 
it does not beneficial in-

nate the insects without doing 
much, if any harm, to the fish.

Training a Child Is . Hard Task ee nee Patience,

HE training and discipline of 

a child from birth to maturity 

is a long, long task requiring 
all the skill, all the intelligence, 
all the love and devotion that the 
most consecrated mother, father or 
teacher can apply. The day-by- 
day necessity of correcting, advis- 
ing. compelling a child to go the 
right way becomes such a weari- 
some task that the best inten- 
tioned parent or teacher says one 
day, “I’ve told you a thousand 
times to do this and here re, 
a big, healthy child of ust as 
bad as ever. 

Not quite as bar. Once in a 
while he remembers. And when 
he is out of the house visiting 
friends he remembers faithfully

When a child is out- 
standing in some particular thing 
he is likely to be less than effi- 
cient in another, The musician is 
likely to be unconscious of the 
fact that the wood box is empty, 
or the need of the dog for exer- 
cise. The student is not likely to 
be first to volunteer to run the 
errand, do the chore, or see the 
need for his help, The child who

gets along so well with people may 
not get along so well with his 
books. It must be our constant 
care to see that the child does 
not become any more lopsided 
than we can help. 

It is a long road we must travel, 
and we need all the faith, hope 
and charity we can call to our aid. 
There are no short cuts, and no 
100 per cents in this task of child 
rearing.

West led the spade ten and, with- 
out giving the matter much 
thought, declarer put up the ace 
and cashed the last heart, this 
time being virtually forced to dis- 
card a spade, 

Now, on a diamond lead to 
the ten, West’s ace was forced, 
but this did South no good. West 
led his last spade; East won and 
shifted to clubs. After cashing 
his club tricks, declarer had to 
lead into East's diamond tenace.
